Postage paid on orders of $3.00 or more; for less, please 
add .50 toward postage. If you will send $1.00 toward postage, 
I will include $2.00 extra iris, my choice, Shipping begins 
July 1; rhizomes are not mature enough to send earlier, Free 
replacement of plants that die, if reported by Oct, 1, but I 
cannot be responsible for winter-kill. Varieties untrue to 
name will be replaced if reported upon blooming, My rhi- 
zomes are not forced in any way, and do not grow to huge 
size, but judging by reports from satisfied customers al] over 
the country, they do better almost everywhere than big lush 
ones that rot easily. Kinds in parenthesis are onco-hybrids, 
and often have small rhizomes, as do some Talls and all 
Dwarfs; dwarfs and lilliputs are in heavy print. 


I send freshly dug, well-packed, State-inspected plants, 
but sometimes due to hot weather or delay in the mail, they 
may be dry when received. Please do not write me about 
this, as it does not hurt them in the least, and these dry- 4 
looking plants often start growing quicker than nice fresh 
ones. If you wish to ensure quick delivery by mail, enclose 
.35 extra for a SPECIAL HANDLING stamp. Soaking for 
14-hour before planting in Semesan (3 tb. per gal. of water) v 
makes them start growth sooner, and helps protect them 
against winter-rot, NEVER let any kind of fertilizer touch 
rhizomes, or they will rot; bonemeal is safe, and superphos- 
phate or rotted manure in moderation, IF kept 6” away from 
them. July or early August is best for planting in the North, 
but September is better in dry, hot areas, Cover %” deep 
(more in sandy soil); give good drainage and full sun, and 
keep out grass and weeds for best success,
